tor about haliver oil or cod liver ou 
Vitamin A capsules. These do not 
contain calories and one capsule a day 
is sufficient. 

Water drinking at meals may in- 
terfere with your weight loss. While 
water is calorieless, it may have an 
effect on your weight. At the begin- 
ning of the meal, water drinking stim- 
ulates the digestive juices, improves 
the appetite, and makes you want to 
eat more food. I don’t have to point 
out that this is the wrong time for the 
reducer to drink water. Taken dur- 
ing the meal or at the end of it, 
water remains in the stomach and 
stretches it and you don’t want that, 
either. To be absorbed rapidly, water 
should be taken between meals and at 
least eight glasses a day are desir- 
able because of the increase of waste 
material in the process of reducing.
